He hadn't even met me for five 
minutes before he suggested that I join his friends to go with him that 
weekend to Rainbow Mountain. As weeks went by, Glenn and I had 
gotten to talking, mostly about our shared quest for finding a place in 
Allentown. I had suggested to him that why don't we both look for a place 
and be room-mates. He didn't oppose, and the search was on! In January, 

I had found an apartment in center city, and after meeting with Glenn and 
the landlords and the signing of a lease, the apartment was ours. 

Living with Glenn was like living in a sitcom, where he was the wacky 
neighbor who knew the right thing to say and knew when to say it. Plus, 
his elfish grin and sideways glance was just about enough to signify that 
something was going to happen, whether I liked it or not. Almost every 
day was a good time. 

He was an extremely talented artist, who could draw the most elaborate 
and beautiful drawings in the amount of time it usually takes me to draw 
a perfect circle. His singing talent was something that you could notice 
from a distance. The song that he sang the most was "Any Dream Will 
Do” from "Joseph And The Amazing Technocolor Dreamcoat". 

Things had started to go downhill a month or two later. Enter depres¬ 
sion. The medication caused him to sleep for extended periods of time; 
because of this, he missed work. He then went on a medical leave. 

And then came "the day", as I call it. My boyfriend and I were sitting in 
the living room with a few of our friends. From what I recall, my b/f went 
into the front room (which was Glenn's bedroom) to retrieve something, 
and when he came back, his face was pale. Calmly, he explained that 
Glenn had told him that he had taken all of his medication. We called 
911, who quickly came to Glenn's rescue and whisked him off to 
the hospital. Glenn was taken into rehab, but they released him after only 
a week. His boyfriend picked him up and he stayed with him. He never 
came back to the apartment to live. After that, I didn't see much of Glenn, 
except for a few brief appearances on his part at our favorite diner. The 
last time that I saw him was October 1, 2005. I invited him over to the 
house for a small party I was having. "You do remember where the house 
is, right?" I joked with him. He laughed and said, "Yeah", but sadly, that 
was the last time I saw him. 

I had discovered in my personal effects that I had Glenn's CD of 
Broadway hits, which features "Any Dream Will Do". Whenever I put it 
on, I listen to it and think of Glenn, a man who will surely be missed by 
anyone that he ever met. I miss ya, buddy!

She is not 
a fan of the current administration that governs the people of the United States. 
If you haven't heard of Alix Olson it isn't for lack of trying. She is an out and 
proud award-winning lesbian slam poet. And lucky for us she is. She has been 
profiled, defiled, deified, deflowered, dissected, disrespected and determined. 
She is fighting the good fight with humor, rhythm, some cursing and oh yeah, 
anger. The next time she is playing your town, turn down the telly and put your 
ear to the left (the far left) and chances are you'll hear her rant and rave against 
the anti-gay, anti-female, anti-human conservative agenda that has made the US 
a new Police State: w here the censors are too concerned about a curse word or 
loose boob (yeah, I know. I'm over it too) and not concerned enough about the 
lies of the son. I am old enough to remember the original broadcasts of Norman 
Lear's classic TV show All in the Family.

AO: Do you sense a more gay male or lesbian presence in this 
community?

It's 
great. But I don't see many trans people out at the barv Prob¬ 
ably because they get as many stares as if they were to walk 
into a straight bar.

AO: (both laugh) Do you feel comfortable holding a man's 
hand while walking around Bethlehem, (PA)?

AO: (laughter) I ask because I've gotten stared at soooo 
much and that always seems so bizarre to me. I forget where 
I am and that people might it think it’s odd.

AO: Yeah, there is a lack of gay presence on TV currently.

With a history as lively and colorful as salsa, Mexican 
cuisine is a complex amalgam of cultures that has evolved 
continuously over the past few centuries. When native in¬ 
gredients initially blended with those from Europe, fresh 
culinary patterns emerged: New World foods, such as com, 
tomatoes and avocados, were transformed by the rice, 
garlic, pigs and chickens that arrived with the Spaniards. 
Hybrid creations range from the humble pork burrito to in¬ 
tricate dishes like pipian de gallina, chicken simmered in a 
sumptuous pumpkin seed sauce. 

Cinco de Mayo, or fifth of May, is a perfect time to ex¬ 
plore the culinary heritage of our southern neighbor. 
Though often mistaken for Mexican Independence Day, 
the popular holiday commemorates a single historic battle 
in 1862, when an outnumbered Mexican army defeated in¬ 
vading troops from France. In the U.S., the occasion has 
become an unofficial holiday celebrated with fabulous 
foods and mariachi bands. So throw plenty of Corona on 
ice and let the festivities begin!

# - Decorate with peppers, from traditional ristra garlands to strands of 

campy chile peppers lights. Pull out those tacky souvenirs from your 
Mexican vacation, including that oversized sombrero. 

- Select mood-setting music: Festive mariachi during cocktails, mellow 
classical guitar at dinner; The Mexican soundtrack for postprandial relax- 

P ' ation. 

- Embellish the table with earthenware pottery, pewter serving pieces and 
punched tin or wrought iron candleholders. Feature a simple bouquet of 
poppies or even a cactus garden. Swap the standard tablecloth for a bright 
serape. 

- Enhance the visual appeal of drinks with Mexican cobalt or confetti 
glasses. Fiestaware dishes create festive, mix-and-match place settings. 

- Ask each guest to bring a favorite salsa, either homemade or purchased. 
The vibrant variety will accent the meal and spark conversation. 

- Finish dinner with Altura coffee, grown in volcanic mountain soil. 
Complement the smooth taste with Kahlua and a dollop of whipped 
cream.

- Many key Mexican seasonings, such as cilantro, limes, garlic, oregano, 
cumin and cinnamon, may already be in your kitchen. 

- More exotic components include nopales, or cactus paddles, which can 
be added to stews, and epazote, considered essential when cooking frijo- 
les. Dried or fresh, this herb counteracts the natural gasses that give beans 
a bad reputation. Cuitlacoche, known as “Mexican caviar,” can be used in 
everything from quesadillas to soup. This delicacy, available in cans, is 
actually a fungus that grows on com. 

- Skip the Monterey jack in favor of authentic cheeses like queso Oaxaca, 
a meltable variety for shredding, or queso codeja, a crumbly cheese that 
tastes like a cross between feta and parmesan. 

- Stock up on beans, either dried or canned. Black turtle is an especially 
flavorful, versatile and nutritious variety. 

- Cinnamon-laced Mexican chocolate is a must for rich mole sauces. 
Ibarra and Abuelita are common brands of this slightly grainy confection. 

- Dozens of varieties of chile peppers spark Mexican cuisine, and each 
boasts a unique flavor. Keep in mind that smaller pepper are usually 
hotter: Serranos and tiny pequins pack far more heat than jalapenos, while 
habaneros boast incendiary flavor. On the mild side, velvety poblanos are 
wonderful for stuffing or grilling. Chipotles (dried, smoked jalapenos) 
and anchos (dried poblanos) may be ground for seasoning or reconstituted 
for sauces and stews. 

La Placita Mexican Deli, located at 12th and Turner streets in Allentown, 
offers well-stocked shelves of exotic ingredients and bins of dried chiles. 


Mexican Kitchen Tools 

- Made from hand-carved stone, the molcajete is a mortar and pestle 
used to grind spices. Try preparing guacamole tableside in a molca¬ 
jete for a flamboyant presentation. 

- A tortilla press quickly turns a ball of masa, fresh dough made with 
masa harina (a com flour not be confused with com meal or polenta) 
into a perfect tortilla. These inexpensive devices can be found for 
under $20. 

- A comal, or cast iron griddle, is indispensable for blistering chiles 
or making tortillas, fajitas, and quesadillas. 

- Put a frothy collar on Mexican hot chocolate with a wooden, whisk¬ 
like tool called a molinillo. 

- MexGrover.com is an outstanding purveyor of food and culinary 
equipment. Their website also provides generous information, in¬ 
structions and recipes - so transforming dinner into a fiesta is as easy 
as uno-dos-tres 


Charros-style Black Beans 

Beans are pervasive in Mexican cuisine, and regional special¬ 
ties showcase the adaptability of frijoles as they’re incorpo¬ 
rated into countless regional specialties. For example, Sonora, 
in the north, is synonymous with zesty grilled meats infused 
with fragrant mesquite smoke - and zesty beans are a Mexi¬ 
can cowboy tradition. This piquant recipe is a great accompa¬ 
niment to pork, lamb or goat, as well as beef. Vary the flavor 
and texture by substituting red or pinto beans for black beans. 
/. Saute bacon or chorizo in large skillet, then stir in garlic, 
onion, peppers, and celery. 

2. Continue to cook over medium heat for 10 minutes, or until 
vegetables are tender, stirring occasionally. 

3. Add chile powder, oregano, cayenne, salt and pepper 

4. Stir in beans, reduce heat and simmer at least 15 minutes. 

5. Stir in cilantro and lime juice. 

6. Pour into serving bowl, spooning bean mixture over meat. 

Chilaquiles con Chorizo 

There are an infinite number of ways to prepare chilaquiles, 
the classic method of using stale tortillas. They can be pan 
simmered, baked in a casserole, topped with cheese or mixed 
with a variety of ingredients, such as beaten eggs, meat or 
chopped vegetables. This version includes Mexican chorizo, 
which is distinct from Spanish chorizo - an air dried product 
flavored with smoked paprika and garlic, but no herbs. In 
comparison, the Mexican version has about twice as many in¬ 
gredients. Typical seasonings include chiles, coriander, 
cumin, cloves, ginger and cider vinegar. It boasts a fine, moist 
texture, and has to be removed from the casing and crumbled 
before cooking. 

1. Heat large skillet over medium heat. 

2. Add onion, peppers, garlic and chorizo. Break up meat and 
stir with other ingredients. 

3. Cook for several minutes until onions are translucent, then 
stir in tortillas. 

4. Cook until tortillas are soft and meat is cooked thoroughly. 

5. Arrange avocado and tomato slices on one side of plates, 
and spoon tortilla mixture beside them. 

6. Pour crema over the chilaquiles and sprinkle with cilantro. 

Mexican Brownies 

With the apt botanical name of Theobroma, or “food of the 
gods,” chocolate is arguably Mexico’s greatest culinary gift to 
the world. Consumed first by the Olmecs, the oldest Meso- 
American society, cultivated by the Mayans, and later revered 
by the Aztecs, cacao was valued as both food and currency. 
The small brown beans, grown on trees that flourish only in 
lush, tropical climes, were even counterfeited by filling shells 
with ground or clay. And, although never proved by science, 
chocolate has long been considered an aphrodisiac. Mont¬ 
ezuma always imbibed a chocolate potation before visiting his 
harem, and Aztec harvest festivals, where chocolate was a key 
ingredient, usually concluded in wild orgies. Perhaps they 
were just looking for an excuse. But, hey, whatever works. 

1. Place cocoa and butter in a small pan over low heat. 

2. Stir until butter is melted and mixture is blended. Set aside. 

3. Mix eggs and sugar in a medium bowl, then stir in flour, va¬ 
nilla, melted chocolate, coffee, cinnamon and cayenne. 

4. Add butter mixture to bowl and stir until smooth. 

5. Pour batter into a greased 8-by-8-inch baking pan. 

6. Bake in preheated oven at 350 degrees for 20 to 25 minutes. 

7. When cooled completely, dust brownies with powdered 
sugar, strained through a small sieve. 

8. Cut into squares.

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When we met in 1333 ot the 6ay Rights March on Washington, neither of us was very 
political. &eing in our early 20’s and very new to the gay scene, we were more con¬ 
cerned with exploring our sexuality than trying to understand the complexity of “Pon’t 
ask, Pon’t tell". Through the Clinton years we became very comfortable in our rela¬ 
tionship as well as developing our friends, family and careers. Needless to say, we 
became politically complacent. 12 years later we were rudely awakened from our sub¬ 
urban coma by 6eorge W. 6ush and his antigay agenda! His proposal for a constitutional 
amendment to ban gay marriage sounded to us like something being spouted by the Nazi 
Regime. It was the first time in our lives that we were truly afraid of living 
openly as a gay couple in the United States of -America. We knew our future 
was in jeopardy! Throughout the years we talked about having a ceremony to 
celebrate our love, but marriage was never really an issue. We were socialized 
to believe we could never have it, and unfortunately, we accepted that. 

After observing what was happening in San Francisco and New York City we 
quickly realized that this was not about religion and morality like the Christ¬ 
ian Right would like America to believe, but truly about our civil rights as 
tax paying Americans. After realizing how many legal benefits same sex 
couples are being denied, we decided to stand up! (Enough is enough! We 
wanted our voice heard and that led us to the courthouse on February 
11th to apply for a marriage license. Although we were denied, we be¬ 
lieve in our hearts that someday Americans will see this issue for what it 
is and work to make things right. Only then will we be able to drift hop' 
pily back into our suburban coma.

After burning our butts (well everything except our butts), we 
headed back to Ted’s. Driving in Vieques is always an adventure. With 7 
major roads, we find it easy to get around the island.

We had lunch at the 
Wyndham, which was good and over priced. My girlfriend’s mom and 
dad wanted to go there. This is not a must. We had dinner at Chez Shack.

Had a moment lately? I don’t mean, " I’m having a moment, I just saw Halle Berry on the 
screen.” That's nice; but I mean “moment” like a specific place in life where time just stops. We 
live only in that moment and it becomes imprinted in our memory. 

A movie came out last year called "Cold Mountain." It is an interesting film, though rather 
stressful to watch. The movie is about a man named Inman who goes off to fight in the Civil 
War. His love interest is a woman named Ada who waits for him back on Cold Mountain. Inman 
and Ada were briefly together before he became a soldier. 

When he returns after a long and harrowing journey, Inman tells Ada: "You are all that keeps 
me from sliding into some dark place." Ada asks, "But how did I keep you? We barely knew 
each other. A few moments." Inman says, "A thousand moments. They're like a bag of tiny dia¬ 
monds glittering in a black heart. Don't matter if they're real or things I made up. The shape of 
your neck, that's real. You were always carrying a tray." 

We have all had moments. It is about knowing when we have experienced one and not hold¬ 
ing on to it, expecting to repeat it again. When we want a moment to be repeated then it's no 
longer a moment, it's a plan. 

I'll share a few of my moments that come to mind: 

There was the moment about a dozen years ago when I was throwing a football with a 
friend on a crisp Autumn day outside of Swift Hall in Chicago. The Dean of Students came 
outside and asked if I was John Elway. 

There was the time I was racing my niece Paige in my parent's backyard in Iowa. As we 
were running she looked up at me with the great kid smile like I was the fastest human 
being she had ever seen. 

There was the day last year that my nephew Calvin was obsessed with the word "booty" and 
his mother, my sister Kate, was very strong about him not saying the word. A little later that 
day as we sat down for supper I asked Calvin what we were having to eat. He said "We're 
having pasta with chicken booty." I started giggling and oooooh - my sister was mad at us. 
There was that moment when my brother Geoff and I were driving back from Chicago to 
Minnesota after my cousin's baptism many years ago. It was late at night and I was at 
the wheel when a deer suddenly leapt out onto the highway. I turned just in time to avoid 
it. Geoff said to me, "Good swervin' Beth." It was a compliment I will treasure forever - my 
brother, a man, complimenting my driving. 

There was the moment ten years ago when I was standing in the kitchen of the house where 
I was living in Jonestown, Mississippi. One of the nuns I was living with, Sister Mary, was 
kneading bread. As I was watching her, she looked over at me all of the sudden and 
said, "It's quite erotic, isn't it?" I said “yes”, and went for a bike ride. 

Then, there was the moment I got my ears pierced when I was 22 and my girlfriend helped 
me pick out hoop earrings and showed me how to wear them. 

There are many other moments. The moments come if we do not force them. If we let life be. 
Sometimes we go through a long wilderness spell where we cannot remember much of any¬ 
thing. Occasionally there are moments when the pain is so powerful that it is also imprinted in 
our memory. There are moments when we are told that we did not make the team, did not make 
the grade, were not a fit, were not a match, that it’s not going to work out, our services were no 
longer needed. These painful moments are often our best opportunities to break free, start anew 
and be ourselves just a little bit more. 

Joyous or painful, whatever life’s circumstances, our moments have meaning. As a Theist, my 
moments are times when I feel God has broken through my barriers. Depending on one's spiri¬ 
tuality, the assignment of meaning to one's moments is up to the one who experiences them. 


One of the biggest barriers to recogniz¬ 
ing our moments seems to be worry. Worry 
takes us out of the moment. We may think 
that worry is a feeling, but really worry is 
just a tactic of avoidance. Worry is how we 
avoid our deepest, truest feelings. Worry is 
how we avoid opening our hearts. Worry 
helps us avoid knowing ourselves. Worry 
helps us avoid knowing others; and worry 
helps us avoid developing a spirituality. 

Rather than worry, why not pray? Or 
play? Or meditate? Or bake bread? Or go to 
a GLOSS game night? Or write something 
for Gaydar? Or catch a film at the 19th 
Street Theatre? Or work for GLBT political 
rights? Or attend live theater, live music or 
check out the live drama at the neighbor's? 
Or have a meal at some local gay-friendly 
pub? The moments will be there. Some¬ 
where.

If the Tony Awards are pure platinum for many queer guys and 
gals, the Oscars have been golden most of the time. But, for my 
money (the $8 I won in the Oscar pool), this past Oscar show was 
the dullest in memory. I’ll admit it was efficient. But if you are going 
to save time by handing out awards in the audience or by having all 
the nominees appear onstage when their category is announced, 
why limit these moments to the short subject and technical awards? 
Just imagine the fabulousness of seeing, say, the five best actress 
nominees standing up on the stage as the winner was announced. 
“And the Oscar goes to.. .Hilary Swank!" What would the losers do, 
especially Annette Bening? Not only do you get suspense before 
the winner is announced, you get even more suspense after. But no, 
all we got to see were the losers for sound effects editing or costume 
design slink meekly into the shadows. Annette, Catalina, Imelda, 
and Kate would never do that.

Fresh from Sundance, C o-Producer Zckc Zelker and Direc¬ 
tor Tim Kirkman (Dear Jesse) obliged us with a visit and in¬ 
formation regarding their new collaboration. Loggerheads 
And they took a few minutes to answer our 7 Qweeries. 


Here is the synopsis: 

Inspired by true events. Loggerheads concerns the triad of 
people involved in any adoption: birth mother, child, and 
adoptive parents. The three interwoven stories do not tran¬ 
spire concurrently, but in different years geographically cor¬ 
relative in North Carolina's division into mountains. Pied¬ 
mont and coastal plain. In Asheville, Grace, an airport car- 
rental agent (Bonnie Hunt) throws in the towel on her job due 
to a gnawing dissatisfaction that’s pushing her toward a long- 
delayed quest: facing the legal barriers that keep her from 
finding the son she gave up for adoption two decades before. 
Across the state in Kure Beach, Mark (Kip Pardue), an impe¬ 
cunious young man obsessed with loggerhead sea turtles, 
meets George, a friendly motel owner (Michael Kelly), who 
offers him a place to stay and learns that Mark is in flight from 
both his own HIV-positive body and his adoptive family. Over 
in Eden, N.C., meanwhile, a skittish housewife (Tess Harper) 
tries to work up the courage to confront her minister husband 
(Chris Sarandon) over their estrangement from their only son, 
who’s gay. 


I think the film will be interesting to gay people because it 
features an unusual storyline about gay men in rural areas. It’s 
that whole red state blue state thing. There are so many gay 
people in small towns around the country and we don’Lsee 
enough of them. The gay love story in the movie takes place 
in a small, coastal town and deals with the complication of 
making the choice of the place to call your home not based on 
some gay cultural stereotype, but based on issues about the 
quality of life the characters want to have. 


I work with a number of people, each person has their own 
specialty but we multi-task a lot. We can produce things much 
quicker than other companies for less money because we have 
a clear vision and we all work in making that vision a reality.

Officials have stated that the disease is treatable, and that using protection 
such as condoms during sex can reduce the risk of transmission. Once the dis¬ 
ease is diagnosed, treatment is effective with a three week course of antibiotics. 






(lymphogranuloma venereum) 

New York City has confirmed in laboratory tests a rare sexually transmitted 
disease in two men. These cases are among the first reported in the United 
States and currently match a strain of the diseae that just began to surface in 
Europe in the past few years. 

The disease known as lymphogranuloma venereum or LGV is a rare form of 
chlamydia which can cause acute illness, and can fuel the spread of HIV 
through open sores. A large portion of those infected both here and in Europe 
have been gay men who engage in anal Intercourse. 

The two cases that have been reported in New York do not appear to be re¬ 
lated according to health officials. 

Health official have been instructed to be on the lookout for signs of the dis¬ 
ease. Symptoms may include painful bloody rectral infection, genital ulcers and 
the draining of the lymph nodes in the groin area. Lab tests need to be done to 
confirm the infection. 

The incubation or window period for detection can take up to six months, al¬ 
though during this time an infected person may not have sypmtons BUT can still 
pass on the disease to others. 


Thomas R. Frieden, Commissioner of the New York City Department of 
Health and Mental Hygiene, reports that LGV is a serious condition and its pres¬ 
ence in New York City reflects continuing high levels of unsafe sexual activity 
among men who have sex with men. It is extremely critical for gay and bisexual 
men to lower their risky sexual behavior and engage in safer sex, including lim¬ 
iting the number of sex partners and using protection (condoms) each and 
every time they have sex. These changes in behavior can greatly reduce the 
spread of this illness and HIV. 

In the past four years the number of new syphilis cases in New York City has 
been slowly increasing with gay men. Only 45 percent of gay men reported 
using condoms in 2003 according to the Health Department. 

There have been three cases of LGV reported in San Francisco, California 
and one case in Atlanta, Georgia. An alert has gone out to physicians warning 
them to be on the look out for the disease,with officials working very closely with 
leaders in the gay community to better inform the public. 

If you feel that you may have been exposed to this disease or may be exhibit¬ 
ing signs or symptoms it is imperative that you seek treatment, either through 
your family physician or call your local Health Department. In the Lehigh Valley 
area you can contact the Allentown Health Bureau at 610-437-7569 or the Beth¬ 
lehem Health Bureau at 610-865-7083.

If anyone had told me 10 years ago that 1 would become a local activ¬ 
ist for gay rights, I would have laughed in their face. Little did I know. 
Let’s get serious for just a moment. 

More than 7 years ago 1 began to realize just how unfair GLBT people 
are treated. I am 46 years old and my life-partner is 53. We are both 
deeply concerned about equal rights to protect our future and yours. 
Since this unequal treatment involves me and my partner, our family, 
our friends, and all of our futures, 1 became increasingly disturbed. I 
made a decision to talk about my concerns, to ask questions, to join local 
GLBT organizations, and to see what I could do to help. 

Here is a brief overview of areas of concern: 

• Protecting LGBT Families 

Same-sex couples are denied over 1,000 benefits, rights, and protections 
that federal law affords to married, heterosexual couples, as well as hun¬ 
dreds of such protections at the state level. 

• Marriage 

The national debate about whether or not same-sex couples should be al¬ 
lowed to receive a marriage license has elevated after recent events in 
Massachusetts opening the door to same-sex marriage and the Supreme 
Court declaration of sodomy laws as unconstitutional. 

• Workplace Discrimination 

Gay, lesbian, and bisexual employees can be fired on the basis of their 
sexual orientation in 36 states. Transgender employees can be fired on 
the basis of their gender identity and expression in 46 states. Domestic\ 
partner benefits, pension, and family medical leave are among other 
issues affecting gays in the workplace.

Current U.S. immigration law does not allow lesbian and gay citizens or 
permanent residents to petition for their same-sex partners to immigrate. 

Historically, the focus has been on the HIV/AIDS pandemic. However, 
there are a wide variety of health issues that impact the LGBT commu¬ 
nity, such as lesbian health, that need attention. Similarly, hospital visi¬ 
tation rights impact the LGBT community. 

• Hate Crimes 

Anti-gay hate crimes are underreported, increasing, and state laws are 
inadequate. The federal hate crimes bill does not include hate crimes 
based on sexual orientation, gender or disability. 

• Transgender Issues 

There is a lack of public education and understanding of issues faced by 
the transgender community, in addition to the discrimination against the 
entire GLBT community. 

• Military 

Under the U.S. military's "don't ask, don't tell, don't pursue, don't 
harass" policy, gay, lesbian and bisexual service members are prohibited 
from serving openly. Current military regulations also medically dis¬ 
qualify transsexual men and women from service. 

• Judicial Nominations 

Future judicial nominations could place our nation’s courts outside the 
mainstream, making it increasingly difficult for GLBT Americans to 
achieve basic justice and equality through the federal courts. 

If any one of the above issues affects you or someone you know, 
please contact a local organization for more information. 1 encour¬ 
age you to network and to get involved, so that all our voices may be 
heard. Strength is indeed in numbers. Speak up; the future of 
GLBT lives is in your hands.

As the sassy star of Queer Eye for the Straight Guy—Bravo’s 
hit show that has gay and straight populations tzujing with aban¬ 
don—Carson Kressley has become a pop-culture phenomenon. 
His lightning wit and inimitable fashion sense have charmed and 
disarmed America, creating newfound acceptance and under¬ 
standing of gay culture in mainstream society. In short, Kressley 
has become the unofficial rainbow ambassador to the world. 

A philanthropist as well as fashionista, Kressley lends his 
support to a huge array of charities and causes. His interests 
range from the queer (GLAAD and The Trevor Project, to name a 
few) to the equine (Kressley's a world class equestrian). During a 
recent appearance on The Jane Pauley Show, the Lehigh Valley 
native described his surprisingly bucolic upbringing on a New 
Tripoli farm and high school experiences at Northwestern 
Lehigh. Kressley also announced the creation of a college schol¬ 
arship fund for gay youths in this area, offered through Pride of 
the Greater Lehigh Valley. 


Pride president Constance Kristofik—a former classmate who, 
by alphabetical fate, sat next to Kressley in school—reports that 
three awards are available through the scholarship fund to 
college-bound seniors. "Two of the awards are designated for 
GLBTI students, and the third is open to students of any sexual 
orientation or gender identity since we want to promote diver¬ 
sity," she explains. "When Liz Sherry, a former board member. 
Brad Wentz, our vice president, and I first discussed the idea, we 
approached Carson. His immediate response was, 'Yeah, I want 
to help!' He provided some of the funding, and his prominence in 
the community is a great asset in promoting the scholarship." 


Rachel Zane, a professional educator who has played an instru¬ 
mental role in designing and implementing the scholarship, saw 
a direct response from Kressley's televised announcement. 
"Several of our judges responded after seeing the show," she 
reports. "The committee is comprised of educators, representa¬ 
tives from PFLAG, as well as different arts and community 
groups."

The kick-off awards will be presented on June 19, 
during the Pride in the Park celebration at Cedar Beach 
Park in Allentown. "Winners are encouraged to be there, 
but we don't want to endanger anyone," Zane notes. 

Applications went to all school districts and you 
groups in the nine counties covered by Pride of 
Greater Lehigh Valley. "The intermediate units handl 
the distribution, and most were happy to help," Kristo 
says. "Only two would not cooperate. One was 
County - that was not a big surprise - and the other 
Lehigh County - which is ironic, because that's Cars 
home district."
